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How to Injure Britain 


PEAKING RECENTLY TO THE 

Canadian Exporters Association, 

Mr. Gordon Churchill, minister of 

trade and commerce, blandly dis- 

posed of Mr. Diefenbaker’s plan to 

divert 15 per cent of our business 
from the United States to Britain. 

The abandonment of that project 
is carefully buried in Mr. Churchill's 
speech but his words are easily un- 
derstood. He says: 

“It is not the intention to inter- 
fere with competitive purchasing of 
imports—from whatever source. The 
eventual result should in fact be to 
foster, rather thari impede, more 
competitive purchasing.” 

In plainer terms, the Government 
does not propose to impose on 
American goods any new tariffs or 
other restrictions that it does not im- 
pose on British goods. The gobds of 
the United States and Britain must 
compete in the Canadian market on 
equal terms (apart, of course, from 
the existing British preferences long 
maintained by the former Liberal 
Government) 

If purchasing by Canadian im- 
porters is to remain competitive, on 
these terms then, of course, the im- 
porter wjll continue to buy where he 
can buy most profitably. He buys 
nearly three-quarters Of our total i 
ports from the Unitec States at pres- 
ent because he prefers American 
goods or because he can buy at the 
lowest available price in the United 
States. The Diefenbaker Govern- 
ment, says its trade minister, does 
not intend to change those arrange- 
ments 

Under such a policy there can be 
no diversion of 15 per cent our 
business from the United States or 
anything like it. Mr. Diefenbaker’s 
policy—or “objective,” as he calls it 
—turns out’ on examination to be 
without any meaning whatever 
far as Britain concerned. And 
when the British Government offers 
us a free-trade deal well worth ex- 
amination it is rejected with horror 
by the Diefenbaker Government. 

The Diefenbaker Government 
does not intend,-however, to leave 
the trade policy of its predecessors 
alone. It will not discriminate be- 
tween British ahd American imports 
but it intends to restrict both

True, certain¢portions of the Highland 


District, where farm forage and dense 


adjacent provide ideal conditions, 
maintain a healthy deer population year 
after year. But our Malahat, Shawnigan 
and Sooke areas show a very low figure. 
The periodic new album provided by 
heavy rain or light snow does not record 
imprints comparable with former years. 

Nature in- her wisdom protects the 
new-born fawn and mother doe. - The 
spotted camouflage of the fawn, along 
with absence of scent of both doe and 
fawn at this period contribute to their 
protection. Nature has also arranged that 
the buck deer at this period carry very 
sensitive new horn growth which keeps 
them out of the heavy brush or thickets 
which might bruise the tender new 
growth—thus preventing them from mo- 
lesting or possibly killing the fawn 

The “any age any Sex” game regula- 
tions make a mockery of Nature's ef- 
forts and will surely result in further 
depletion of deer population 

Our sportsmen should, and do, value 
the excellent research work of our game 
biologists. However, it is possible that 
the terrain conditions of Vancouver 
Island call for regulations not based on 
the findings of game research in various 
parts of the U.S. In the interests of good 
hunting and good sense, we must protect 
our and fawn by more realistic

Signposts for B.C. Forest.Policy Erected---The Next Move Is Up to the Government 


(Last of a Series) 


HIEF Justice “Sloan has painted a 
broad canvas in his report on British 
Columbia's forest resources. re 


In the wide panorama are dozens of 
subjects worthy of expanded individual 
treatment. They have been compressed 
and combined skilfully into a condensa 
tion which runs to 800 
pages. The report is 
the summation of 6% 
million words. submit 
ted to the commis- 
sioner. 

In the relatively 
short series of news 
paper articles carried 
in this space, it has 
been impossible to 
cover all the ground 
Only some features of Firefighter 
the report have been discussed, It seems 
proper,- winding up, to glance at a few 
“matters previously skipped.

As far as the B.C. Forest Service is 
concerned—and the quotes come ‘from 
deputy minister and chief forester Dr 
Cc. D. Orchard’s testimony—“We just 
haven't had the staff or the money...

example, or the University, are better 
adapted for that kind of work than the 
Forest Service.”

No one knows the loss to insect in 
festation and disease among the trees 
of British Columbia.

The attack against the destroyers is 
being pressed—sometimes, as in the case 
of spraying, with detrimental results to 
fishing streams and. spawning “beds 
More yesearch is needed there.

FRANCE WALKS OUT 


Arms to Tunisia 
Shakes NATO 


(From Times’ News Services) 


Unprecedented indignation rocked France 
today at Thursday’s announcement that both 
Britain and the U.S. were sending arms ship- 
ments to Tunisia. 

Developments were 

1. Premier Felix Gaillard said that next month’s 
NATO summit meeting in Paris could not achieve its 
aims for Atlantic solidarity unless the question of arms 
shipments to Tunisia is settled to France's satisfaction 
first. 

2. France stormed out of a NATO conference in 
Paris, charging that the United States and Britain had 
“betrayed” the Atlantic Alliance. ‘ 

3. France delivered a strong protest to Britain when 
Ambassador Jean Chauvel called on Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd. 

4. In Tunis President Habib Bourguiba said a ship- 
ment of arms from Egypt will arrive soon. 

5. Canada ‘had known for some weeks that Britain 
and the United States proposed to send arms to Tunisia, 
external affairs officials said today. However, in the 
Commons Prime Minister Diefenbaker declined to answer 
the question directly. -
